The only 
departments of natioval industry exhibiting a 
healthy and remunerating activity, are the 
ocean mercantile marine and the trade in ne- 
groes. Allelse is going from bad to worse—the

tected iron. The ocean carrying trade, it 
may be observed, is supported, almost exclu- 
sively by the “free piows,” and its flou:- 
ishing condition implies not that it is creating 
markets and making business for the plows, 
but that the plows are making business 
for, and paying subsidies to, the ships. The 
farmer. pays the freight both wag, on the 
wheat he sends te Europe, and the cloth he 
brings back. Liverpool establishes the price 
of breadstuffs, and the sum which it nets the 
American producer is the Liverpool price 
minus the freight and commissions. Manchies- 
ter establishes the ‘price of woolens, and the 
sum paid by the American consumer is the 
Manchester rato plus the freight and commis- 


sicns.

But few of them have any conception of what 
Mr. Monroe’s doctrine was when it was 
broached; and a less number know that the 
event, in anticipation of which it was pro- 
claimed, never occurred, and that from the be- 
ginning it has been a dead letter; but, as we 
are not respoasibie lor either their ignorance 
or duplicity, we shall hold them to it as 
they have ‘interpreted it, and insist that the;

The New York Herald of Friday last, says: 
A convention has just been uded be 
tween Mr. Wyke, Britis: Charge d’ Affaires iv 
Guatemala, and the government of that so call- 
ed republic, of more than ordinary im ce, 
by the terms of which Guatemala cedes tv 
reat Britain the absolute right of sovereignty 
in and over the district of terri bithert«) 
kuowa as British Honduras, or Belize. The 
cession compréhends the entire coast, from 
the southermost limits of Yucatan downwards 
to the Sarstooa river, with the adja-ent isiands 
altogether ean extent of seacoast of not les« 
than one bundred and sixty miles in a right 
line. Its interior or western bo: odary is from 
a poiot called Garbutt’s Falls, on the Sars- 
toon Kiver, extending due north to the fron 
ties of Yucatan. distance of Garbutt’s 
Falls intaad from the sea has been variously 
estimated at from sixty to one hundred and 
twenty-tive miles. It is, however, very nearly 
eighty miles in a direct line from the coast, 
batty not far from a hundred ani 
‘ten, following the sinuosities of the river. 
This would give the entire arpa of the terri. 
at sixteen thousand square miles— 
that of Vermont and New Ham 
shire combined. These limites, it should be 
served, are precisély those which were claimed 
by Sir George Grey in 1836, and comprehend 
the widest pretensions ever set up by the British 
Government or ita agents. A remarkable fea 
ture in the convention under notice is the fact 
that the cession is votin aby way in the form oi 


a compromise between the contracting parties, 


bat absolute, without compensation or reserva 
tion of any kind; in a word, itis an uncondi- 
tional surrender. This is the more sarprising, 
as it reduces the frontage of Guatemala on the 
Atlantic to a narrow limit, not exceeding thirty 
miles, and gives Great Britain a domi- 
tion over to Tomas, the only port which 
Guatemala ses on that ocean. Another 
extraordinary provision of the convention is its 
recognition of status in quo of all the British 
establishments, whether of settlement or for 
cuitiog mahogany, beyond the limits defined,

THE WISCONSIN BOND QUESTION, 
The Madison State Journal of Friday, the 
29th ult., brings us a decision of the Su_reme 
Gourt of Wisconsin, in the case of the State 
of Wisconsin ex re. Nathaniel W. Dean, vs. 
thé Comnon Council of the city of Madison,— 
which the State Journal denomivates ‘a case 
“involving the question of the constitutionali- 
| “ty of city, town and county bonds.” The 
opinion of the Court, delivered by Judge Cole, 
embraces the following points: 1. The sec- 
tion of the Constitution limiting the indebted- 
ness of the State to $100,000, applies only to 


ofthe State at large, and has no refer- 
ence to debts contracted by municipal corpora- 
tions, towns or counties. 2. The particular debt 
under consideration ($10,000, contracted bby the 
city of Madison in the purchase of cemetery 
grounds) was duly authorized by the city char- 
ter, 3. Clerical errors in the dating or filling 
up of the bonds do not render them invalid. 
The Madison bonds were therefore declared 
 nstitutional, and. the mandamus applied for 
by Deanto compel the Common Council to 
strike out of the tax-roll the sum of $800 le- 
ried to pay the interest thereon, was denied. 

If this case is, as the State Journal impiies. 
a fair representative of the various city, town 
and county suite commenced or to be com- 
menced in the State by the holders of doubtful 
bonds issued for the benefit of railroads—the 
Beloit case for example-the decision is one upon 
which all intelligent and right minded citizens 
may indulge the heartiest congratulations, We 
doubt not the State Journal coincides with this 
view, though it has given us nothing as yet 
on that point. The p licy which obtains in 
many though not all of the towns and cities of 
Wisconsin, of skulking away from the payment 
of their just obligations under cover of errors 
or irregularities of “heir own, and not of the 
holders of their bonds, is as short-sighted as it 
is dishonest. 

The money lending public, the world at 
large, will make no discrimination between the 
State which openly repudiates its debts, and 
the one whose citizens in their corporate ca 


healthy odor attaching to Mississippi and 
Arkansas in the financial world would assur- 
edly greet Wisconsin if any considerable por- 
tioh of her citizens should succeed in repudi- 
ating their corporate obligations through the 
wwtervention- of lawyers or judges. Hlinois 
suffered much from the distrust of capitalists 
during the period when the payment of 
interest on her bonds was suspended, 
though it was not doubted in the 
best financial circles that her securities 
would ultimately be redeemed a par and 
the irtterest be paid to the uttermost farthing, 
notwithstanding the State had recoived no 
perceptible value for two-thirds of its bonded 
iudebtedness. Wisconsin would justly suffer far 
more. Leaving out of view the moral side of 
the question, she would find her agents per- 
petually jeered in the money market and her 
cities and towns forever cramped for the meaus 
to catry forward necessary publie improve- 
ments. To every citizen of Wisconsin, of en- 
larged views and ordinary irtelligence, wit! 
whom we have conversed, the proposed re- 
pudiation has appeared in the light of w cor- 
porate insanity. Let us hope that the wisdom 
and justice of er Supreme Court have put a 
final quietus on the dishonest and narrow- 
minded scheme.

Toledo and Wabash 
The Toledo and Wabash Vailey Road has 
again made default in meeting interest oa its ob- 
obligations. The President informed the bond- 
holders through the New York papers that he 
will be able to pay them nothing on their semi- 
annual interest. The stock of the Company has 
been sunk, and the road passed into the hands 
of the bond-holders last winter, and the bonds 
areina fair wey to travel the same road the 
stock did, before them. 

The gross earnings of the Road from Toledo 


was spent in iwcreasing the rolling stock and 
equipment, repairing the track, building bridges, 
station-houses, etc.—things that have to be 
done more or less every year on ali Raiiroads. 
This road extends not only from Toledo to 
Danville, but to the Ill nois River—170 miles 
west of Danrille—so that, in fact, 420 miles of 
territory has been tributary to it. The bonds of 
the Wabash Road sre six millions, and the in- 
terest and exchange half a million per year. 

In making his epology the President builds 
high hopes upon the increase of business to be 
derived from the completion of the Oquawka, 
Peoria and Logansport Road. But this 
will prove fallacious. Produce shipped to Tole- 
do over that route, will be obliged to encounter 
200 miles longer land carriage than to Chicago, 
and the difference in freight between Toledo 
and Chicago and New York is barely a cent or 
two per bushel on corn or wheat, and balf a 
aime on a barrel of flour in favor of the former. 
The great bulk of the produce shipped on the 
Oquawka Railroad, will come to Chicago over 
the Bprlingten, the Rock Island, the Alton and 
the Central Railroads. Some cattle may 
be carried on to Toledo, but very little grain 
grown west of Danville will ever find its way to 
market over the Toledo Road. Good crops

The Indians have all left Strike-the.Rees and 
Smutty Bear's camps—which were the principal 
oiuts held by them—and have gone to their 

eservation. 

There is not the least danger of being an- 
noyed by the savages,and as a consequence 
quite a number of persons have left this place 
within the last few days, with the intention of 
making claims in the Territory. We are in- 
formed that there is quite a settlement in the 
vicinity of Strike-the-Rees late camp, at which 
point it is proposed to lay out atewn. There is 
a large arnount of beautiful farming land in Da- 
cotab, and we doubt not much of it will be taken 
up dariag the next year by hardy pioneers, as 
from all gaarters we hear of parties forming for 
the new Territory. The greatest drawback to 
the country is a scarcity of timber; but it has 
been demonstrated that a much less amount of 
timber than is at first supposed to be necessary 
can pe got along with, A geuial and prodnctive 
svil and healthy climate go far in outweiyghing

A 
week ago the world was ulating about the 
chances of Austria snseenatal y resisting France. 

Then, that tremen- 
dows cconpied all thoughts, But 
y y down went ali speculations and con- 
jectures and interest in canps and cannon, and 
two new European kingdoms stood in full ex- 
istence, created in a = of hours, stam 
on the mind b vibration of a tele- 
bh wire, “The Emperor of Austria cedes 
the ingdom of Lombardy to the Emperor of 
France.” Austria, then, has been thoroughly 
beaten out of her old characteristic obstinacy. 
Peschiera and Verona, Mantua and ago, 
the line of the Adige, and the of Ven- 
ice—all are abandoned, all are given up. Fran- 
cis Joseph candidly and without reticence con- 
fesses’ himself, as Mr. Cobden would say, 
“crumpled up.” He at once and with h 
300,000 men, goes right out of Italy, and Italy 
relieved from his weight, swells up into an 
independent Confederation. How can we show 
our face to the world with such news as this 
upon our broad sheet? What has the 7 ims 
now to say in defense of its ungenerous susp!- 
cions ? How shall we make our apology. to the 
much-calamniated Emperor of the French? 
How shall we meet the triumph and the scorn of 
the friends of liberty whom we were weak 
evough to warn? Humble recantation fs all 
that ia left to us. Let us, then, join the Radi- 
cals of England, the Carbonari ot Italy, the ex- 
iles of Poland, and the great political apostle of 
Hungary, singing the glories of Napoleon 
Let the lastof his converts, 
and scarcely meet to be called a convert—let us 
swallow in shame all our upgenerous misgiv- 
ings, and — that now, and in very deed, 
Italy is free from the Alps to the Adriatic! 
But, soft! In this rush of telegrams—in this 
jostling of quick messages that come from all 
rts of the world and mingle the voices of al! 
juropean capitals, there are some sounds that 
jar upon the geveral joy. What can be the 
weaning of this new annoancement—what can 
be the nature of this bitter drop, which causes 
the foam of enthusiasm to subside, and ¢urdles 
our warm, mantling sympathics ? italy must be 
free, for the Emperor has said it, and who but 
the unbelieving, ungenerous, untrusting 
hesitates to believe the Emperor? Yet, this en- 
thronement of the Pope, and this restoration of 
the Grand Dukes, and this retention of Venetia 
avd the Mincio by Austria, is an altered yersion 
of the first message from the Emperor to the 
Empress. Yes, Italy is free. But it is free, not 
in a democratical, or constitutional, or popular 
sense, but in a Napoleonic sevse, Freedom is a 
word of many meanings, and it often takes its 
color from the reflex of the interests of the man 
who uses it. Freedom in Sparta did not mean 
that the Helots were not to be put — if 
the wW too numerous or too troudigsome, 
Freedearie Italy does not mean that the inlabi- 
tants are to have any voice in their own govern- 
ment, Italy is free, but it is free under imperi- 
al conditions. She is free, and she must be sat- 
isfied. So also is Venice free. She is free un- 
der Austria. What more can she want? Surely 
she has not the folly to dream of the days of 
Dandolo! Austria will perhape give her one of 
Austria's own Arcedukes; and an army, whose 
bands shall enliven the Piazza San Marco; and 
well-dressed officers, who shall add to the pic- 
turesque costumes that give life to the scene in 
that magnificent square. Is Venice discontent- 
ed? Then she does not know what fredom is 
as Napoleon knows, aud as our ultra liberal 
friends in England know. But let her not 
speak foolish discontgnts too loudly. 
it is only a slice of Lombardy whieh has 
been handed over to Sardinia—* Lombardy to 
the line of the Mincio” Betwixt the “line” of 
the Mincio and Venetia there are two large riv- 
ers which run down to/the Po, and the land 
watered by those rivers is thick with first-class 
fortresses. It is the old Austrian iron gate b 
which Austria entered Ita:y at her will; it ts 
the lair of Austrian despotism, to which she re- 
tired when there was danger on the plains, 
Hence she cquid speedber teug of thousands 
to crush any wascent &xposition of discontent. 
Ye free Sardinian Yombards, who enjoy your 
freedom under Zhe shadow of the western 
walls of thesgZreat fortresses, and ye libera- 
ted Verfetiap£’ who, as you cultivate your conti- 
ssions, can look up to cannon that 
n those eastern bastions, be not too 
ih your free talk. This apualry also is 
free. It-lies Between the Alps and the Adri- 
atic, and it must be free. With Venice, it shares 
the heaog of being free gnder Austria. But it 
is free as a pure Austrien possession—ae ont- 
post of the Tyrol, advancing like a wedge right 
ito the y of Northern Italy. The true 
freedom fer which the Tuscans and Modenese 
were fighting consists in taking back their old 
rulers, and, if the Grand Dukes had known 
their true interests, they would have been in 
the cam of the French, and not in that of 


the Austrian Kmperor, ji,ppisg js going back 
to Athens again—the freedom of Athens re- 


quires his restoration.

This is the cause of the difference that separa- 
ted us some time ago from the. English Radicals 
and Italian sympathigers. If they had only de- 
fined what they meant by Italian liberty, and 
defined it in the sense in which it now appears, 
we should never have doubted the intentions of 
Louis Nupoleon to give it them. Without being 
extreme im cur eympathies for Italy, we must 
confess that if we bad seat Lord Stratford or 
Lord Clarendon to a Congress to do what kng- 
lund could fer Italy, and if Lord Stratford or 
Lord Clarendon had come back, waving his hat 
aud shouting, “ Italy is free!’ and if it tarned 
out thet be had left Austria. at PeSehiera, at 
Mantua, and at Veuiee, aud hag forced back the 
Grand Dukes upon Tuscano and Modena, and 
that this was what be called Italian freedom, 
we should have been very much tempted to cry 
out lustily for the mpeachment of Lord Surat- 
ford or Lord Clarendon as a traitor. | 
If we had bad any notion that this was what 
M. Kossuth, and tbe gentlemen of Birmingham, 
aod other idolators of the Emperor Napoleon 
desired, we think we would have got it for them 
witheut strewing Italy with corpses and crowd- 
ing the hospitals with miserable mangled sol- 
diers. There is nothing in all this which might 
not have been wrueg from Austria by force of 
diplomacy. It ougat not to hurt her pride, and 
it greatly increases her strength. She ib re- 
heved of the trouble of governing one turbalent 
and expensive province, and she retaing the 

power of devastating it whevever she ma 
lease. She is now placed in Italy like a sword- 
fish beside a whale. Austriais all weapon. It- 
aly is all prey. Such are the consequences of 
people not being in accord as to the sense of the 
words they use. But we most, in justice to our- 
selves, explain that the error has not been ours 
alone. The man of all men who should bave 
u the Emperor Napoleon, the man 
who of all men understands the cause of Haly, 
the man who of all men Italy 
his master as her cham- 
pion—Couut Cavour—was, like ourselves, de- 
ceived—the Free Italy that be imagined was 
very unlike that which the two Emperors have 
devised, and in disgust he bas retired from the 
bigh position be bas so long filled, unable to 
meet the reproaches of those whose vay val he 
80 


had excited, and whose indignation he 
much cause to dread. 


The Modern Sphynx. 
[From the London Times, July 15.) 


It is notoriously very difficult to get at the 
meaning of Louis Napoleon. He is the great 
modern Sphynx, and bis very existence de- 
pends upon his not being found out. But, of 
all the riddies he has proposed to Europe, none 
is more puzzling and intricate than this Treaty 
of Villatranca, the sense of which we have at- 
tempted to read in the description he has him- 
self given. It is usual when we doubt as to the 
authority of an act, to ask—for whose benetit 
was it done? Here, however, we ask this ques- 
tion in vain. The treasure is spent the 
blood is shed, the war is ended and the peace 
is made; but no one, so far as we cun see, is the 
better fur the fight. Sardinia is not quite hap- 
yy in her new possessions, and even Xictor 
manuel will find in Lombardy a poor substi- 
tute for the enthusiastic affection ofgall Italy. 
France has gained po accession to bef territory, 
from the oppressed popula- 
tions of the earth, She has gained nothing but 
the knowledge that her Emperor is able to ma- 
neuver an army. She has not, even at this mo 
ment, the conviction that his sparing Austria 
was an act of upmixed generosity. The Em. 
peror now says that be stayed his band under 
an apprebension that the struggle was likely :o 
assume larger preportions than he desired. Itis 
nota very chivalrous reason to give is an army 
which had just campaign and lost thou- 
sands of its comrades for no result which an 
ove of them would have desired. These sol- 
diers want work and glory and promotion. To 
tell them he made peace for fear the war would 


thiuk Austria had. been beaten 
enough? Was Russia actmg all the time as the 
surgeon, with his floger upon the pulse of the 
patient, and did she give the signal to cease 
when that symptom of Hungarian fever de- 
veloped itself?

The Allies on the contrary, are completely 
united, the King Victor Emanuel with admira- 
ble judyment accepts the place simply of Gene- 
ral of a corps d’armee, and gives to Napoleon 
the supreme command of the whole Allied ar- 
| mies, aud the most rfect harmony pre- 
vaila in every department of the coubined for- 
ces. 


Why Napoleon Made Peace, 

The London correspondent ‘of the New York 
Herald thus undertakes to explain why Napoleou 
made peace : 

_The fact is that a pressure bas been put upon 
him, against which be was not strong enough to 
bear up. Russia, Prossia and Great Britain were 
united againet him. The Empress, mother of 
the Czar, daughter of Frederick William III , of 
Pragsia, brought her power and influence to 
bear to lessen the anti-Austrian feeling at St. 
Petersburg, and Prussia only hung back until 
the necessities of Austria should be so great as 
to enable Prussia to assume, without rivalry, a 

sition at the head of the German Bund. 
Geode Victoria, whose personal sympathies are 
all with the despots of Europe, bad been com- 
pelled by the very decided expression of public 
opinion in favor of neutrality, to postpone the 
execution of ber promise to assist Austria, but 
only postpone it so lang as Louis Napoleon could 
carry on the war without infringing on the terri- 
tery of the German Confederation. There was 
no excuse for German interferenee, but the 
Austrians were driven back to their position be- 
tween the fortresses of Peschiera, Veroua, Man- 
tua, Legnago, and were ia daily receipt of muni- 
tious and reinforcements from the Tyrol, which 
it wasan imperious military necessity on the 
part of the French to stop, but which they 

could not step without passing the boundaries 
of Italy. 

That once dove, the Prussians were to march 
on the Rhine. Military movements onthe bine 
would necessarily involve Belgium, and then 
the old bug bear of the ocaupation of Aitwerp 
by the French would bave been used success- 
fully to drag the people of Great Britain into a 
war in defence of tyrapwy and oppression 
Louis Napoicon mast bear the blame, but it is 
net he who is alope guilty.

THE SUNDAY QUESTION, 


The Continued outigation of the Sab- 


The only questions then which remain are, 
how did Christ regard the Sabbath? Did he 
treat itwith contempt, or with respect and did 
he teach his disciples to hoor the weekly day 
of restand worship’ Did his inspired Apostles, 
authorized to regulate the worship of hisChureb, 
recognize such aday? And what day is it? 

I can but enumerate the facts that Christ 
habitually honored the Sabbath himself by at- 
tending public worship; that he *ignatlized it as 
the day of blessing by performing a greater 
number of works of mercy on that day than any 
other; that he vindicated his conduct in so 
doing from the charge of Sabbath breaking 
brought against bim by the Jews, by references 

the law-and to the conduct of his Father as 
ove who still honors the Sabbath by bestowin 
special blessings oo mankind on that day ; o 
that he taught his distiples to pray that their 
flight from persecution at its destruction 40 

ears after his death, might not be on the Sab 

th day; all which are utterly inconsistent 
with the notion that he abolished the Sabbath 
as a Jewish ceremony. On the contrary we find 
him clearing the Sabbath law, as he does other 
moral laws of perpetual force, from the rubbish 
of 'Phariseeism ; aflirming in the most general 
terms that the Sabbath was made for man; and 
asserting his own special authority over it and 
property in it as the Saviour of mankind, by 
saying** The Son of Man is Lord of the Sab. 
bath.” This is quite sufficient to prove the 
continued obligation of the Sabbath on Christ- 
ians; and if there were no more recorded in the 
Bible, it would appear that the day all along 
observed by the Church of God should continue 
atill to be observed as the weekly Sabbath. So 
far there is not the shadow of the abolition of 
the sacred day of weekly The change 
of the day, from the last to the first day of the 
week, is quite a differeut question from 
the weekly Sabbath; and does 
not in apy way suppose it, but quite the can- 
trary. ' 

The evidence for the change of the day is of 
the same nature as the evidence for the institu- 
tion of the ordinance—the example of the Lord 
of the Sabbath, who selected the first day of the 
week, the day of his resurrection, for his first 
visit to his churoh to announce that great event, 
and to bestow his benediction on those assem- 
bled, (John 20—19, 26); and who, omitting the 
whole of the intervenin week, a second time 
came into cheir assembly on the same day and 
with the same benediction. It might have 
been supposed that tlie first visit on that 
day was accidental; bat the second was ev- 
idently designed to put a special honor 
on that day. For how did it come to pass 
that the disciples were all assembled on that 
day—including Thowas who had been abseut 
the week before? Either they met every day, 
and thete Christ’s design to give special honor 
to the first day of the week by passing over the 
— 1s is more likely, 

ey met on that day by his special appoint- 
ment; ether of whieh establishes the of 
the transfer of the special honor o! the Sabbath 
as a day for an intercourse with Christ, to that 
day whieh he thus plainly selected for meeting 
with his disciples. Since that time the worship- 
ping assemblies of Christians were held on that 
day. Paul stopped on his journey the greater 
part of the week at Troas, that be might wor- 
ship with the church on the first day of th 
week when the disciples came together to Fu | 
bread (Acts xx.7). The apostles established 
that as the day of public worship, and directed 
the mode of its. observancé; 80 Uhat it was a 
well known institution among the Creek 
Christians, within 30 years after the death of 
Christ, to oe together on the first day-.of 
the week (1 Corinthians xvi, 1). It was well 
known tothe whole Christian world as the day 
specially devoted to the worship of Christ, and 
bearing bis name—as it had previously been 
known tothe heathen as the day for the wor. 
ship of the Sun by the same mark—else John 
had not dated his visions in the Apocalypse as 
vouchsafed to him on the Lord's Day. From 
whieb we further learn that if in the solitude of
